Candidates  for  Call  to  the  Bar  will  be  seated  in  Convocation  Hall 
in  proper  order  before  2  p.m. 

The  Treasurer  and  Benchers,  and  their  guests,  The  Honourable  Stuart 
S.  Garson,  P.C.,  K.C. ,  Minister  of  Justice  of  Canada,  The  Honourable  Colin  Gibson, 
P.C.,  K.C.,  Secretary  of  State  for  Canada,  will  then  enter  and  take  their  places  on 
the  dais.  Candidates  for  Call  and  guests  will  rise  when  the  Benchers  enter. 

Mr.  Hamilton  Cassels,  K.C. ,  Chairman  of  the  Legal  Education  Committee, 
will-  present  The  Honourable  Stuart  Sinclair  Garson,  P.C.,  K.C. ,  to  the  Treasurer 
and  Benchers,  and  the  Treasurer  will  Call  him  to  the  Bar. 

Mr.  Hamilton  Cassels,  K.C.,  will  then  present  the  candidates  to  the 
Treasurer  and  Benchers.
